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The examiner, on Feb. 9 , 2005, tried twice to return applicant's phone call. No 
contact could be made. The examiner has reviewed the patent applicant and has found 
the claim to be unpatentable. See the prior art rejection below in paragraph numbered 
3 and 4. The idea of Interchanging shoe uppers in ladies shoes is an old concept. The 
claim has also been rejected as being indefinite; see paragraph number 2 below. The 
layout of the applicant's application is infomial and information has been provided in 
paragraph numbered 1 as a guide for any future applications.
